Wee appeared Captain Neif Macleod Prifoner , being interrogat, declared as 
follows, That being in Edinburgh in the Month of July laſt, he received a Letter 


from Captain Simon Frazer, ſent by his Servant, who ſaid, his Maſter and he were come

from Hanover; whereupon he went and met with Captain Simon at Durham in Englends : 


and there Captain Simon told him he was come from France, and that he had been with 


the King of France, who was very kind to him, and promifed to give him a conſider» 


able Sum of Money, in order to raiſe an Inſurre ction in Scotland; but that Sir Alexander 
Macleane of Otter getting Notice of it, had told the Queen- Dawager 10. the late King 
oſ England, and that Captain Simon was not a May to be inſiruſted with ſuch a Sum of

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Money; whereupon the ſaid Queen Dowager went to the King of France; and put a 
ſtop to the giving of the ſaid Money. But that the {aid King ordered hin 2 Sum to bear 
his Charges, and that the Declarant ſaw Simon have both Gold and Silver ro the Value 
ol about 40 or 50 L: Sterling, Which he ſaid he had got ſrom the French King; and that 
Captain Simon told him, there was a Correſpondence betwixt St. Germains in France 
and Scotland; and that the ſame was kept with the Duke of. Atholl, the Duke of Ha- 
 milton, the Earl of Cromarty ; and that the ſaid Intelligence was kept up for the Earl 
of Creomarty by one Mackenzie at Paris, whom he had cauſed te be put in Priſon. And 
tie Declarant being interrogar, If Captain Sex gave him any reaſon of his Knowledge 
of the ſaid ,Correipondence , or wherefore he cauſed the ſaid Mac tenzie to be 
impriſoned in France , For keeping the faid Intelligence ? He ſaid, that the 
| Captain, told him no more, fave as above: But that he alſo told him, an 
Invaſion from France was deſigned, And that very quickly : And 
that he was ſent Home with Encouragement from the King of Fraucs to procure an 
Inſurrection, and Promiſes were made to him of both Men, Money and Arms; but 
dat it was expected he ſhould brit bring an Aſſurance in Writing from Scotland, for 
which ends he was going to the North to {peak with Friends: And one Captain Jobs 
Array, Brother to Abercarnie, was ſent along with him from France, to be an Aſſi- 
ant and Witneſs to his Behaviour; And that the ſaid Captain John Murray and Capt. 
'* Patrick Graham came with him from France ; But that Captain John Murray and Cap- 
ais Graham were gone into Scetiend, before the Declaraut did meet with Captain S. 
non at Durham. And the Declarant being Interrogate, If Captain Simon told him 


what Number of Men, or Quantities of Money or Arms, were promiſed; or where and 


when, and in what manner the Deſcent ſhould be? Declareth, That Captain Simom 
told him no more, but as above; and Captain Simon being defirous to ſpeak with the 
Earl of Leven, ſent a Letter to the Earl, and another to the late Duke of Argyle, by 
bis Servant: And that the Declarant, and Major Frazer, ho came along with Cap- 
tain Simon, and the ſaid Servant, came tegether to Edinburgh, and the Letter was deli- 
vered to the Earl of Leven: But the Earl ſaid he could give no Anſwer till he ſpoke 
to the Commiſſioner; the Servant went away, and Major Frazer ſtayed for the Anſwer.”

I knowing the State of Britain a little better then any of them, was very {enſible 


of the Folly and Madneſs of their vain and preſumptuous Attempt: Wherefore, fo 


ſoon as I got my Uncle Captain Murray by himſelf, I thought it my Duty to en- 


daeavour all I could, for his own Safety, to make bim give over his part of the 
Matter; but inſtead of prevailing with him, he endeavoured, as much as was 


poſſible, ro engage me to go down to Scotland with them; he and Frazer both 


Judging, That I might be a proper Inſtrument to found the Inclinations of the 
Duke of Hamiltoun, the Earls of Errol and Matiſhal, all whom they defigned to

I bad alſo feveral Lettets fromhis Brother Robert Murray, to the ſame purpoſe ; but 
they all referred particular Accounts to Frazer, who was then upon his Road hi- 
ther, and Who ſent for me fo ſoon as he came to Town, to Clarke's Houſe, where 
be Lodged. I was ſeveral times with him, both at his Lodgings and the Tavern: 
He had a Brother of his own, and one Captain Frazer, along wich him. The laſt 
came from France with him, and is his cloſe Attendant.

Concerted Matters as far as was poſſible; but we found that there was no engaging 
of People upon ſimple Aſſurances and Promiſes, wherefore there was a neceſſity 


for my returning to France, to have ſome other Courſe taken for making it more 
eſſectual: Nor can I think of any, ſaid he, but furthwith to ſend ſuck Supplies of 


Money and Arms, as ſhall be found neceſſary. 55 for your Uncle Captain Mur- 
ray Affair with the Gentlemen of the Low-Country, I can give you no Account; 
for we were all ſo taken up in Diſpatching my Buſineſs with the Highlanders, in 
| order to my ſpeedy Return, that he was ſcarce begun to thove in any thing before 

I came off, but he will certainly fee you as he paſſes this way: So that I muſt re- 
fer you to him for that part of our Story, which you'l know ſooner than I can 


my ſelt. 


23. Who do you think, ſaid he, was with me yeſterday, but Ferguſon, who En- 
tertained me with a long Story of Politicks: The Sum of which was, That the 
D. of Mariboruugb, and my Ld. Treaſurer knew evety thing that paſſed at St. 
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Ger mains, by a Correſpondence with the Duke of Berwick, of whom (meaning 7 
Duke of Berwick) Ferguſon told me, he knew as much as could take his Head in 


France, but would tell me nothing of Particulars. I did not indeed ( ſaid Frazer) 


jcalous the Duke of Berwick ; but I have all along been afraid of my L. Middleton 
Correſponding with ſome great Men here in England, upon a Deſign of getting 
King James the VIII. called Home by the Parliament; which, ſaid he, is ſoridicu- 
lous a Project, that if it is entertained by the Duke of Marlborough, or my. Lord 
Treaſurer, they can do it for no other End, but co impoſe and put a Sham upon 
my Lord Middleton, or any Man that could be guilty of ſo much Simplicity. This 
to me was ſo odd a Story, that I asked him what Ground he had for theſe Suſpici- _ 


ons of my Lord Middleton; he anſwered, He could not indeed prove it upon my 


L. Middleton, but that he had reaſon to ſuſpect him; not only becauſe. of the Op- 
poſition he made againſt his coming over at this time, but alſo that he perceived 
my Lord Middleton Creatures and Emiſaries, on this fide the Water, built all their

him, How long this Acquaintance and Correſpondence had been betwixt them ? 


He Anſwered, That they had been acquainted a great while, but the firſt Money. 
ever he had Received from my L. Leven, was when he went laſt abroad; and chat 
if it had not been for 200 l. he got at that time from him, he ſhould not have 
known how to have livd: For whatever Party he may be of ( ſaid he) that is 
nothing & me, ſuch a Friendſhip as this is not to be Neglected; it is true ( ſaid 
he ) I have had at this time 150 l. of my Lord Drummond, but that would never 
have done my Buſineſs, if my Lord Leven at this time had not been ſo kind to 
Advance me 100 l. more; but, ſaid I, does my Lord Leven know what you are 
about: Yes know, laid he, you ſhall ſee how I manage your Great Men, and ſo he 
pulls out the Duke of Oucensberry's Paſs from Scotland; it was my Lord Leven( ſaid he) 
that brought this Duke and me together, and they both knew my Buſineſs, nor can 
they blame me ſince my Circumſtances are fo Deſperate, The Duke indeed, did 
all he couid to Reclaim me, promiſing me my Pardon from the Queen,and a Com. 
pany in the Troops, but I Anſwered him, That I cou'd not at this time accept of 
his kind Offers, but that if my preſent Attempts failed, I would then heartily Com- 
ply, and do him what Service [ could ; and ſure no Man can blame me, to do 
what I can for my (elf, if this Deſign fails for the Service ofmy Prince. I was laſt 
Night (ſaid he) with the Duke of Queensberry, who tells me, that Affairs don't zo 
ſo ealily with him, as he could wiſh: He ſwears, that if the Queen dont Con- 
tinue him to have the Direction of all Scorriſh Affairs, he is Reſolved to go Home 


and live quietly, at his own Country-Seat. In the firſt Caſe, he has promiſed me

Some days after, my Lord Perth deſired Sir John to acquaint the Lord Lovat, That 
the Queen had ſpoke to Torcy, and that he had appointed to meet him next day 
at Para, to hear his Propoſals. My Lord Perth, the Lord Lovat went next day to 
Pars, from whence they found Tore/ had been called to Court, but left M. de 
Callieres (whom he entruſted ) to hear what Lo vt had to ſay, and that he would 
a acquaint the Queen in a few days, when Lovar might ſee him ptivatly at Hardy. 
Lord Lovat gave M. de Callieres the ſame Account he had given the Queen, which 
he ſaid he would Report to Torcy, who would commune with him upon it at

Marly. In ſome days my Lord Perth acquainted Sir Jobn, that Corey had appoint- 


cd next day to meet with Lovat at Mary; and that, leaſt ic might give ſome Um-

often to the French Court, the Miniſters having formerly deſired of the Queen, chat 
he ſhould not meddle in Buſineſs, becauſe of his Relation to Ade fort, then in Dil- 
grace, that che elore Sir Jobn ſhould carry him to M. de Torey. Sir Jobs reply d, 
That he was as licele known to Torey as the Lord Lovat, having never ſpoke to him

who had ſerved there ſeveral Years, was piccht upon, as being known to Callieren: 
The Lord Lowar, and Captain Murray, went afcerwards frequently toVer(ajles and 
Paris, Communicating very litile to Sir Joby, becauſe of the Diffidence Lovat had 
ol him; which had inc:eaſed by a Refuſal of a Commiſſion of Major-General, he 
had ask d of the Quzen, and which bs Attributed to him. Sir Job» had occaſion ' 
of ſpeaking. to the Queen about a Part of his Penſion that was owing, ſhe took the 
occaſion to tell him, That Lovat ask'd the ſaid Commiſſion, and deſired co have 
his Thoughts. Sir Job» taid her plainiy, That heappichended giving him a Come 
miſſion over the Heads of Chieftains, who were able to raiſe more Men than he: 
might diſguſt them; and that ſince ſhe ſpoke to him of chat Affair, he was obliged = 
to give his dentiments of the whole; That he was afraid the bad Circomſtances 
 Lovat was in at Home, with the Natural Heat of his Temper, would puſh him to 
advance mare than he could make good; and that though thoſe Gentlemen he 
named, were willing to riſe in Arms, yet if ſhe had not aſſurances from ſome 
Conſidet able Party of the Nobility inthe Eow-Tountiy, yet the Event would on-

When they received their Diſpatches from the French Court, they returned to St. 
GBermaim, where Lovat had his laſt Inſtructions, which he did not Communicate to 
Sir Joby, though lying at his Lodgings'; but Sir Jabn coming into his Room, when 


he was in Bed, looked them over, which it ſeems he perceived, and in the After- 


noon read them to Sir Joby, What he remembers of the Contents of them is, That 
be was to aſſure the Chieftains, that they ſhoald be Supported with Money, Arms 
and Men; That he ſhould return poſitive Aſſurances from them, of what Number 
they could Raiſe, with an Account of the State of the Nation in general, and of 
their Inclinations in the preſent Parliament, and to return with the Accbunt. The 
Lord Lovat, and Murray, were about Three Weeks more at Verſailles and Pars, bes 
fore they went off, that Sir John did not ſee them: He went to Pars Two Days 
| before their departure, where Lowat told bim, that he would ſcarce have as much 
Money left him as would perform his Journey. On which Sir Jobs ask d him, What 
Sum he had got? He told him Four hundred Piſtoles, which he had ſaid nothing of 
to him, though he had received it a conſiderable time before. At his Departure 
he preſs'd Sir Jobn to write by him, to ſome of the Chieftains, who were his Rela. 
tions, and to the Gentlemen of his own Family. Which Sir John ſhanned, rer. | 
him, That thoſe who had truſted him before, would cruſt him again; and that 1 
| Sir Jobn found it neceſſary to write to thoſe of his own Family, he would fend his 
Letters to him to Brußels, where he ſaid he was to make ſome ſtay. Sir John had a 
Letter from him from St. Omers, where he fell ill, Complaining of not ſending 
him Recommendations to his Friends, with ſome ſour Expreſſions. Sir Jabn never 
wrote to him fiace he went from Paris, nor deſigned no farther Communication 
with him, neither did Lovat let him know where he was totake his Paſſage. Mas 
jr Frazer, who went with him, was only as of his Family and Relation: Marrep 
Was the only intruſted from the French Court. Some little time after Lovats De- 
parture, there came an Account of the Queens Ad of Grace to Her Scots Subjects, a 
Promiſe of which had come before he went off. Thoſe of the ScorsNation at St. 
| Germains ask d, and eaſily obtained Leave to return, that Court never refuſing it to 


any. Thoſe vvho returned, as Sir Jobs remenivers, rvere Colonel Buchan, Cap- 


tain Middleton, Colonel Graham, Captain Deane, David Lindſay, and Captain Meares. 
Sir Jobn vvent immediatly to the Queen, and put her in mind, That ſome years 
before, the late King James had given him Leave to return, if he could procure a 
Licence; that he hoped ſhe vvould give him Leave, 3s ſhe did to the reſt of his 
Country-men, to take hold of this opportunity to live amongſt kis Friends, vvho 
on the former Occaſion had promiſed him their Aſſiſtances to Subſiſt him. She 
eaſily Condeſcended to his Propoſal, Sir Jobn went about his Journey, in which 
he had great Difficulties, having a Family to carry with him, being reſolved to 
ls eave nothing behind he had any Relation to: Findipg the Paſſages to Holland 
fſtopped, he ſent to Calas, to know when the Packet-Boats for Exchange of Pri- 
ſloners was expected, which was the only paſſage left. Having an Anſwer, That 
its Return would be in 15 Days, he prepared himſelf ; but it did not artive till 
two Months after. Sir Jobn immediatly took Poſt, but arrived Two Days too late, 
the Ship returning without any Priſoners, a Fortnight ſooner than its ordinary 
time, by a Ditpute which bapned betwixt the Governour of Calau, and the Ma- 
ſter of the Ship. Sir Joby ſtayed Two Months there in hopes of its return, where 
he found ſome Engliſh Gentlemen Priſoners there, waiting for the ſame Occaſion; 
till the Governour ſending them out of Town, believing by the delay of the Ship, 
that the Commerce was intirely broke off: Sir Jobs hazarding a little open Fiſnher- 
Boat, which had been releaſed, and with the hazard of his Wife, who was but E- 
leven Davs Brought to Bed, and of his Children, Landed in England, where there 
muſt be Two hundred People to draw up the Boat, ask d for the Magiſtrate, deli- 
voled himſelf, and told him who he was. The late Queen, as Sir Jobs took leave 
of her, told him, She hoped he would have noReſentment of any Neglect he had
